TRADES’ UNION NATIONAL CONVENTION. 
Firrn anp Last Day. 

The Vice President took the chair. The minutes 
of the last meeting were read and accepted. 

The committee to inquire respecting the health of 
the President, reported that the President had been 
taken very ill, but that his health was much improv. 
ed. 

Mr. Scott was appointed to receive the bill of ex- 
penses ofthe Convention from the sergeant at arms 
to report in the afternoon. 

Mr, Farrel, from the committee on resolutions, 
made the following report, which was accepted, and 
all the resolutions unanimously adopted. 


The Committee to whom was referred the duty of 
drafting resolutions expressive of the views of the 
National Trades’ Union Convention on the social, 
civil, and intellectual condition of the laboring classes, 
beg leave to report, 

That whereas all the actions and pursuits of man 
have for their object the possession of happiness, that 
this object is attained in proportion to the ratio of 
the intelligence and virtue of man individually and 
collectively must be apparent to the most superficial 
observer ; 

And whereas society is conducive to happiness, it 
being good for man to associate with his fellow man, 
moral justice of necessity becomes the keystone to 
thearch of the social compact, and the permanence 
and value of all social institutions must be appor- 
tionate to their utility and their degree of assimilation 
with the principle of moral justice ; 

_And whereas the social, civil, and intellectual con- 
dition of the laboring-classes of these United States, 
and the like classesin all countries, exhibit the most 
unequal and unjustifiable distribution of the produce 
of labor, thus operating to produce a humiliating, 
servile dependency, incompatible with the inherent 
natural equality of man. 

And whereas each and every man is by nature 
compelled tofconsuime the produce of labor in the sup- 
ply to his necessary wants, moral justice would ex- 
act from every individual, when not incapacitated 
by natural imbecility or accident, a fair and full 
equivalent to society for that which he consnmes, 
and also that he should contribute his due portion of 


by donation ; it therefore becomes a duty imperative 
on every productive laborer, who values the liberties 
of his country, the welfare of the human family, and 
his own social happiness, to keep the evils that exist 
in society steadily in view, that knowing them, he

Army ano Navv—ofthe Wigs.—It, is important 
that the combined force of all the Opposition should 
be known to the friends of the country, and their 
movements watched with that untiring vigilance 
that characterises the Republicans of the Union.

Destrucrive Fire.—About half past 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning, the large four story brick build. 
ing, occupied by Cornell & Althouse, as an iron 
railing manufactory, situated in the centre of the 
block formed by Broadway, Grand, Mercer, and 
Howard streets, was discovered by a watchman to be 
on fire. Owing to the extreme dryness of the wea- 
ther recently, and the great quantities of cil used in 
all parts of the factory, the fire spread with such 
astonishing rapidity that in a few minutes the whole 
building was enveloped in flames, and presented a 
most imposing and terrific appearance, and continued 
to rage till the whole was totally destroved. From 
the foundry the fire spread to the new five.story brick 
cabinet manufactory and warehouse of Miller & 
Campbell, No. 441 Broadway. Most of the finished 
ware was rescued from the two lower stories; but 
the contents of the upper floors, as well as the build- 
ing, were wholly consumed ;—as was also a large 
and valuable collection of mahogany and other stock 
in the yard. No. 443, ammediately adjoining north, 
occupied by N, Ludium, as a fancy hardware and 
cutlery store and dwelling, was likewg@jm almost 
entirely constuxned—goods and carnitl mostly 
saved. Nos. 445, 417 and 439 Broadway, were also 
considerably injured. On Mercer street the flames 
spread from the foundry to the brick dwellings Nos. 
20 and 22, and the frame building No. 24, which 
were all totally destroyed, and to Nos. 26, 28, 18 and 
16, all very much injured. ®

THREE DAYS LATER FRO! EUROPE 

By the ship Victoria, Capt. Merrill, we have re. 
ceived London and Liverpool papers to J, r 
(Saturday) both inclusive. 
Saturday evening. 

Down to July the 20th, there had been no engage. 
ment between the armies of Don Carlos and Gen 
Rodil. The former had his head quarters at Santa 
Cruz de Campezo, and thie latter at Lerin. Reip. 
forcements of 9,000 men had left Parnpeluna, to join 
him. Only 3000 recruits, it is said, had joined Dog 
Carlos. A decisive engagement was expected, ip the 
course of a few days at farthest. 

A letter of the 16th from Genoa, intimates tha 
Don Miguel, contrary to his solemn promise, was ep. 
deavoring toget back to Portugal. Should he make 
the attempt, he will unquestionably be treated ag ap 
outlaw. 

The Morning Herald of the 26th mention a report 
of the death of the poet Coleridge on the previous 
morning.

The Committce of the House of Commons to whow 
was referred the new Tea Duties Bill, have decided 
by a majority of one, in'favor of the scale recommend- 
ed by the government, which will subject the trade to 
a fluctuating instead of a fixed scale of duties.
